G97 acres in 805 counties in 21 
| states. 
The acreage allotment for the 
; commercial com producing area 
I is determined by a formula de­ 


signed to provide a normal supply 
i ac/i in 
year covered by 
1956 the allotment. The normal supply 
includes estimated domestic con­ 
sumption, exports, and an ailow- 
I alice for carry-over, with adjust­ 
ments for consumption trims and 
for unusual conditions. 
The department said the for­ 
mula indicates a need for a 1956 
production of about 1,900,000,000 
bushels in the commercial area. 
With average yields and normal 
! weather conditions the adjusted 
I acreage for 1956 would produce the 
required 1,900.000.000 bushels. 
| 
Compliance with acreage allot­ 
ments is a condition of eligibility 
for price supports in the commer­ 
cial corn-producing area. The price 
support rate for this year has not 
been announced. For the 1955 crop, 
it was $1.58 a bushel, or 87 per 
cent of parity. The support rate 
is likely to be lower for the 1956 
crop. 
The total production of corn in 
1955—in both commercial and non­ 
commercial areas—was 3,185.000,- 
000 bushels. The corn was grown 
on about 80 million acres.
